SIR HUGO CUNLIFFE-OWEN’S REVIEW 


The Thirty-first Annual General Meeting of the British- 
American Tobacco Company, Limited, was held on January 5 
at the Registered Offices of the Company, Westminster House, 
7, Millbank, London, 8. W. 

Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen, Bt. (Chairman), presiding, said : As 
you are aware, it is usual at our annual meeting to go through 
the various items of the balance sheet and make some comments 
thereon. Taking the assets side of the balance sheet first, you 
will observe that the item of real estate and buildings at cost 
less provision for amortisation of leaseholds, £837,607, shows a 
decrease of £14,586 as compared with last year, mainly due to 
the transfer of one of the company’s factories abroad to a sub- 
sidiary company. 

Plant, machinery, furniture, and fittings at cost or under, 
£591,395, shows a decrease of £16,550. This decrease is also due 
to the transfer of the machinery installed in the factory just 
referred to, and to writing off of certain obsolete machinery. 
Goodwill, trade marks, and patents remain at the same figure as 
last year—viz., £200,000—and, in view of the great value of the 
company’s trade marks, the directors remain of the opinion that 
this item should appear on the balance sheet, even if only at 
the nominal value of £200,000. 


INVESTMENTS 

Investments at cost or under in shares in subsidiary com- 
panies, £20,315,565, shows an increase of £881,696, due to fur- 
ther investments in such companies, and the purchase of new 
businesses. Shares and bonds in associated companies, £4,084,924, 
shows a net increase of £11,982. Other investments, £631,544, 
shows an increase of £259,344, due to further investments. 

Loans to and current accounts with your (1) subsidiary com- 
panies (less provision for doubtful accounts), £4,779,965, show a 
decrease of £335,083, and (2) associated companies (less provi- 
sion for doubtful accounts), £1,545,754, show a decrease of 
£1,257,676. The combined loans and current accounts with sub- 
sidiary and associated companies show a decrease of £1,592,759, 
due to the repayment of loans. 

Stocks of leaf, manufactured goods and materials at cost or 
under, now stand at £3,866,345, a decrease of £931,061. This is 
mainly accounted for by some of our subsidiary companies now 
carrying their own leaf which formerly was carried by your 
company. Sundry debtors, less provision for doubtful debts, 
and short loan deposits (£370,000) stand at £2,234,816, which 
shows an increase of £140,074. 


LIQUID RESOURCES 

Cash at bankers, in transit, and at call, £9,096,726, as com- 
pared with £8,634,118 under this heading last year, shows an 
increase of £462,608. 

Turning to the liabilities side of the balance sheet, the issued 
capital of £4,500,000 Five per Cent. Preference stuck and 
£6,000,000 Six per Cent. Second Preference stock remains the 
same, but the issue of Ordinary stock is increased from 
£23,582,761 to £23,583,761, an addition of £1,000 stock. 

Creditors—t.e., subsidiary companies, £2,945,314; associated 
companies, £1,418,142; and other creditors, £3,519,755, making 
a total of £7,883,211—represent a decrease of £933,040. 

Employees’ benevolent fund, £110,096.—This consists of the 
£100,000 allocated at the general meeting held in 1930, plus the 
balance of the amount of interest received on this money, after 
charging the payments made to employees. The item of re- 
serves for buildings and machinery now stands at £650,000, an 
increase of £25,000. 

Premium on Ordinary stock issued stands at £581,308, an 
increase of £500. This increase is due to the premium received 
on the shares issued to the director previously mentioned. Pro- 
vision for redemption of coupons now stands at £90,818, an 
increase of £4,199. Special reserve stands at £1,928,146; the 
same as last year. 


PROFIT AND DIVIDEND 


Last year we carried forward a balance of £1,969,740 17s. 5d. 
To this must be added the profits for the year as previously 
mentioned, £5,403,065 16s. 10d., less the dividend on the Five 
per Cent. Preference stock of £225,000; on the Six per Cent. 
Second Preference stock of £360,000; and the four interim divi- 
dends paid on the Ordinary stock for the year, amounting to 
£3,930,501 16s. 8d., leaving a disposable balance of 
£2,857,304 17s. 7d., out of which the directors recommend the 
distribution on January 17 of a final dividend (free of United 
Kingdom income tax) on the issued Ordinary stock of 8d. per 
£1 of stock, amounting to £786,125 7s. 4d., leaving 
£2,071,179 10s. 3d. to be carried forward. 

The only other item I need refer to is the note with regard to 
a contingent liability of £728,159. Of this amount I do not 
think more than £30,000 will ever be called up. One of the 
companies in respect of which there is a contingent liability is 
Tobacco Insurance Company, Limited. That company’s finan- 
cial year ended on December 31, and I am glad to be able to tell 
you that the company has again had a very satisfactory vear. 
and I need hardly remind you that, in the event of anv of you 
having insurance to place (other than life insurance) Tobacco 
Insurance Company will be very glad to be given an opportunity 
to quote for such business.

Our Overseas Trade (Page 38) 


Figures given below show for December, 1933, 
an increase in the value of imports, as compared 
with December, 1932—mainly due to raw materials 
—and a decrease in exports of United Kingdom 
produce and manufacture. For the past year a con- 
siderable decline in imports with a small advance in 
exports is shown in comparison with 1932. 


Wholesale Prices in 1933 (Page 39) 


As compared with 1932 the average of wholesale 
prices during last year shows a decline of 0-7 per 
cent., the index number for 1933 being 84°5, as 
ag inst 85°1 for the previous year. This decline 
followed a fall in 1932, as compared with 1931, of 
2-4 per cent., and the substantial decrease in 1951, 
as compared with 1930, of 12°8 per cent. 


Customs Tariff Changes in 1933 (Page 42) 

In continuance of the series of annual reviews 
begun in 1921 the more important changes made in 
Customs Tariffs throughout the world last year are 
briefly recapitulated. Reference is also made to 
such further modifications as are known to be 
contemplated.

The range of wholesale prices in the aggregate was 
relatively small during 1933, varying from 3-8 per 
cent. below the average for the year to 2-1 per cent. 
above the average. It will be seen from the detailed 
analysis of the price movements of individuai com- 
modities during the year that this relative stability in 
prices as a whole covered a very wide movement of 
prices of particular items. Though there was a move- 
ment of under 2 per cent. between the averages for 
December, 1932, and December, 1933, there were ten 
of the 150 commodities whose prices increased by over 
30 per cent. during the year and two whose prices 
decreased by more than that amount. ‘The increases 
ranged up to 70 per cent., there being 5 between 30 
and 50 per cent. and 5 between 50 and 70 per cent. 

The index number for all articles was higher in 
September (86°3) than in any other month of 1933, a 
fall in each month from January to April being 
followed by a rise in each of the succeeding five months. 
A slight fall was recorded in October, with a subse- 
quent small increase in November, which was main- 
tained in December. ‘The index for November and 
December (86°1) was the highest recorded, with the 
exception of that for September, since March, 1982. 

The highest index number for the food groups was 
84:2 in January. There was a fall of 2 per cent. in 
February, but subsequently relatively little change, 
the range of variation being only 2 per cent. on either 
side of the mean (81°2). The lowest figure (79-6) was 
recorded in April and the highest, apart from January, 
in September. As shown by the index numbers in the 
table, prices of cereals were lowest in March and 
highest in August; of meat and fish, lowest in July 
and highest in December; and of ‘‘ other food,’’ lowest 
in July and highest in January and February. 

The index number for industrial materials was 
highest in July and lowest in April. The December 
index for industrial materials was the highest (except 
July) since March, 1931 ,while that of the iron and 








steel group for November and December was the 
highest since February, 1931. The most noticeable 
change among industrial material prices in 1933 was 
the considerable rise in prices shown by the wool group, 
the index number for December, 1932, being 71°8 and 
that of a year later 999. Apart from coal this is the 
only group which approximated in price at any time 
during 1933 to the average for the year 1930, the next 
highest index number (viz., that for the iron and steel 
group in December, 1933) being nearly 5 per cent. 
below that of the base period.

Wholesale prices of food were, on the average for 
the year, about 184 per cent. lower than in 1930, and 
those for industrial materials about 14 per cent. lower. 
In each of the groups, except coal, the average for the 
year was lower than in 1930, the largest reductions 
recorded being for textiles other than cotton and wool 
(27 per cent.), meat and fish (24 per cent.), and cotton 
(21 per cent.). 

WEEKLY INDICES 

In addition to the monthly index numbers shown in 
the first table weekly indices have been compiled 
throughout 1933, the prices used as a basis of com- 
parison for this series being those of the period imme- 
diately prior to this country’s departure from the gold 
standard (i.e., September 1-19, 1931 = 100). 

During the first half of 1933 the weekly index 
number for all articles showed a decline from the first 
week of January (102°3) to the beginning of April 
(98°4), but from that point prices increased up to the 
middle of the year, the index, for the week ended 
July 1 being 1040. In the second half of the year 


prices were relatively stable, the index numbers during 
this period ranging from 103°2 in the week ended 
July 29 to 104:7 in the week ended November 11. 
index numbers for both food and industrial 
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materials recorded relative movements in the above- 
mentioned periods of 1933 which corresponded as 
regards direction with those of the index for all articles. 
The index number for food, however, was below 100 
in each week of the year, the figures for the weeks 
ended January 7, April 8 and July 1 being 99°6, 94°2 
and 96°5 respectively, while the range in the second 
half of the year (i.e., from 92°6 to 97-7) was greater 
than in the case of industrial materials. As regards 
industrial materials the indices in the weeks specified 
in the first half of 1983 were 103-6, 100°6 and 108:2 
respectively, and the range in the second half of the 
vear was from 107-7 to 109-7. 


The index numbers for food in the weeks ended 
December 2, 9, 16, 23 and 80 were 94:7, 95-0, 95-5, 
96°2 and 95-6, while for industrial materials as a whole 
the figures were 108-8, 108°6, 108°9, 109-3 and 109-7. 


MOVEMENT OF ComMopITy PrIcEs In 19338 


The table on page 41 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 


In regard to cereals, the largest variations in the 
monthly averages of the quotations for 1933 which 
appear in the table were an increase of 31 per cent. 
in the price of home-grown barley in December 
as compared with the average for the corresponding 
month of the previous year, and decreases of 18 and 
16 per cent., respectively, for rice and home-grown 
wheat. The ‘‘ Gazette Average ’’ price of English 
barley, which averaged 7s. per cwt. in December, 
1932, 6s. 3d. in March, and 6s. 114d. in June, in- 
creased to over 10s. 6d. per cwt. in August and Sep- 
tember, but fell again to 9s. 24d. im December. Rice 
averaged 9s. per ewt. in December, 1932, 8s. 3d. in 
February, and between 7s. 3d. and 7s. 9d. per cwt. in 
the remaining months of the year. The ‘* Gazette 
Average ’’ price of English wheat increased from an 
average of 5s. 2d. per ewt. in March to 6s. 8d. per 
cwt. in July, but declined in each of the last five 
months of the year, falling in December to 4s. 54d. 
per ewt., the lowest average price recorded during the 
vear. 


With the exception of beef and lamb, prices in the 
‘ meat ’’ group were higher in December, 1933, than a 
year earlier. As compared with the average quotations 
for December, 1932, Australian frozen beef was cheaper 
in June and July by 7s. 10d. per ewt. and in December 
by 4s. 8d. per cwt., prices rising during the last five 
months of the year. Scotch beef was cheaper in March 
and June than in December, 1932, by about 6s. 1d. 
and 7s. per cwt. respectively, in November by 10s. 6d. 
per cwt., and in December by 5s. 3d. per ewt. Argen- 
tine chilled beef decreased in price by 10s. per ewt. 
during the first seven months of the year, but became 
dearer in the subsequent months, and in December 
was ls. 4d. per cwt. cheaper than a year earlier. Eng- 
lish mutton increased in price between December, 
1932, and May by over £1 per cwt., in September and 
October it was, however, only about 6d. per ewt. 
dearer than in December, 1932, while in the two follow- 
ing months an increase of 7s. per cwt, was recorded. 
New Zealand lamb was slightly cheaper in December 
than a year earlier; in March the average price had 
fallen by over 17s. per cwt., but increases were re- 
corded in each of the following months except in May. 
Danish bacon and Irish bacon were dearer in December 
than in the corresponding month of 1932 by 20 and 18 
per cent. respectively, the former increasing in price 
from 71s. 6d. per cwt. in December, 1932, to 86s. 7d. 
in May, and to 95s. 6d. in September, with a fall, how- 
ever, to 85s. 9d. per cwt. in December, while the 
average price of Irish bacon increased from 73s. per 
cewt. in December, 1932, to 85s. 9d. per cwt. last 
month. 
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Among “‘ other foods,’’ New Zealand butter was 
cheaper in December than a year earlier by 14s. 6d. 
per cwt., and English cheddar cheese, coffee and cocoa 
were cheaper by 16s. per cwt., 15s. per @wt., and 
8s. 8d. per ewt. respectively. Sugar was slightly 
cheaper, while the average price of Indian tea at the 
London auctions rose from 9-36d. per lb. in December, 
1932, to 16-27d. per lb. in September, with a fall to 
15:74d. per lb. in December. 

Of the items of industrial materials which are in- 
cluded in the table, there were increases in price in the 
iron and steel group during the year of 5s. per ton for 
tinplate and sheet bars, of 2s. 6d. per ton for boiler 
plates, of 9s. per ton for tinplates; and of £1 10s. 
per ton for galvanised corrugated sheets. House- 


hold coal (Nottingham best brights) was cheaper 


in December than a year earlier by 3s. 6d. per ton. 
Among non-ferrous metals, the price of tin rose by 
£77 6s. per ton during the year, but prices of copper, 
lead and zine in December, 1933, showed little change 
as compared with a year ago; each showed a marked 
fall in price during the later part of the year from the 
high point reached in July. 

In the textile groups American and Egyptian raw 
cotton each rose in price by rather more than 1d. 
per lb. during the first seven months of the year, but 
fell subsequently, and in December both descriptions 
of raw cotton were only slightly dearer than a year 
earlier. The prices of the four descriptions of wool 
included in the table increased considerably from 
May onwards. Comparing December, 1933 and 1932, 
merino tops in oil were dearer in the later month by 
15d. per lb. (67 per cent.), crossbred colonial tops in oil 
by 5d. per lb. (54 per cent.), worsted weaving yarn by 
134d. per lb. (42 per cent.), and worsted hosiery 
yarn by 3d. per |b. (24 per cent.). Average prices in 
December were in each case the highest recorded 
during 1933. Hemp was cheaper in December than a 
year ago by £4 7s. per ton. 

Of the miscellaneous industrial materials, leather 
was dearer by 3d. per lb., and the price of rubber in- 
creased from 2°48d. per Ib. in December, 1932, to 4-21d. 
per lb. a year later (a rise of 70 per cent.), the average 
price in the later month being the highest recorded for 
three years. There were small declines in_ price 
during the year in respect of sodium carbonate, glass, 
and motor spirit, while chemical wood pulp became 
slightly dearer. 

Items Not Included in the Table.—With regard to 
the commodities whose prices are used in the compila- 
tion of the index, but quotations for which are not 
shown in the accompanying table, the principal varia- 
tions in the food groups during the year were reduc- 
tions of 17 per cent. for New Zealand cheese, of 14 per 
cent. for Canadian Western barley, and of 12 per cent. 
for La Plata oats; and increases of 16 and 11 per cent. 
respectively for British pork and Wiltshire bacon. 

Among industrial materials, prices for a _ large 
number of items in the iron and steel group remained 
unchanged, but steel scrap increased in price during 
the year by about 10s. per ton, steel hoops became 
dearer by £1 per ton, and steel billets dearer by 
12s. 6d. per ton. Durham furnace coke was dearer 
by 2s. 8d. per ton; one description of household coal 
wag dearer by 1s. 7d. per ton, while another descrip- 
tion was cheaper by 2s. 2d. per ton. In the textile 
groups, cotton yarns and cotton cloths were, with two 
exceptions, dearer, Egyptian yarns in particular in- 
creasing in price by about 10 per cent. Raw wool, 
woollen rags and woollen yarn were considerably 
dearer, the average price of raw wool increasing 
from 9%d. per lb. in December, 1932, to 144d. per lb. 
last month. In the group of miscellaneous industrial 
materials, quinine sulphate was cheaper by 74d. per oz. 
(25 per cent.), and Australian mutton tallow was 
cheaper by £3 per ton (11 per cent.), while leather, 
linseed oil, ammonium sulphate, and mechanical wood 
pulp were considerably dearer.

A comparison of the December averages with the 
November averages for the 53 articles of food shows 
22 increases and 26 decreases. Of the former, 14 were 
of less than 5 per cent., 6 were of between 5 and 10 per 
cent., and 2 were of between 10 and 15 per cent. Of 
the 26 decreases, 18 were of less than, 5 per cent., 
6 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., and 2 were of 
more than 15 per cent. The averages for the 97 items 
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relating to articles other than food show 36 increases, 
of which 33 were of less than 5 per cent. and 3 were 
of between 5 and 15 per cent., and 13 decreases each 
of less than 6 per cent. 

The average prices for December, 1933, as com- 
pared with December, 1932, show 61 increases (15 in 
the food groups), and 58 decreases (37 in the food 
groups): 39 of the increases were of less than 15 per 
cent., 12 were of between 15 and 30 per cent., 5 
were of between 30 and 50 per cent., and 5 of betwecn 
50 and 70 per cent., while of the decreases, 47 weve 
of less than 15 per cent., 9 were of between 15 and 30 
per cent., and 2 were of more than 30 per cent.

THE REVISION OF CUSTOMS TARIFFS 
CHANGES MADE AND PENDING 


A brief review is given below of the more important 
Tariff changes made during 1933, with references to 
such further changes as are known to be in contempla- 
tion. This review continues the series started in 1921. 

Within the British Empire most of the Tariff 
changes made during 1933 have flowed from the 
Ottawa Agreements supplementing and completing 
those which became operative in 1932. Imperial 
preferences were introduced in Newfoundland, Ceylon 
and certain other parts of the Empire for the first 
time during the year under review. Extensive Tariff 
alterations have been made in Australia and India. 
In the United Kingdom and in certain Colonies the 
alteration of the percentage of Empire labour and 
material qualifying goods for preference has a direct 
bearing on inter-Imperial trade. In some parts of the 
Empire there has been a tendency to substitute 
specific duties for ad valorem rates on some goods. 

In foreign countries new Tariffs, or very extensive 
Tariff alterations, have been introduced in Poland, 
China, Iraq and Egypt, and a new Tariff for Brazil is 
foreshadowed. In most other countries Tariff altera- 
tions have been relatively small, although, of course, 
there are many cases of individual alterations, some- 
times affecting quite important trades. The series of 
Trade Agreements concluded by H.M. Government 
have led to important Tariff reductions in Denmark, 
Norway, Sweden, Iceland, Finland and Argentina 
(and, in Estonia and Latvia, a reduction in the duty 
on herrings). The existence of exchange control and 
import licence restrictions and quota restrictions in 
various countries tends, of course, to reduce the im- 
portance of Tariff duties as a factor affecting inter- 
national trade; and 1933 saw a considerable develop- 





ment of the import-licence restriction and quota 
system in many countries, including Belgium, Hun- 
gary, the Netherlands, Roumania, Switzerland and 
Turkey; in some cases a tendency to operate quota 
restrictions on a reciprocal (clearing or compensation) 
basis being marked. The extension and readjustment 
of the French quota system dates from January |, 
1934.

The Tariff has been modified in various particulars 
during the year, including reductions of duties on 
various goods in May, June, July and November’ as 
the result of Trade Agreements with Germany, 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden and Finland. In a few 
cases specific rates of duty have been substituted for 
ad valorem rates. The Tariff changes made by the 
Budget (April) included a reduction of the duty on 
beer and increased duties on matches, lighters and 
certain hydro-carbon oils. As from April, certain 
classes of goods manufactured in and consigned from 
the Empire must contain at least 50 per cent. of 
Empire material or labour to qualify for Imperial pre- 
ference, instead of 25 per cent. as formerly. — 


The importation of frozen mutton and lamb, frozen 
beef (carcases and boned beef), and chilled beef became 
subject to licence on January 1, 1933. The importa- 
tion of bacon, etic., was for a time restricted by volun- 
tary arrangements, but in November a formal licence 
requirement was inaugurated, and provisional alloca- 
tions made as between the various supplying coun- 
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tries. The landing for foreign sea-fish was made 
subject to licence in August. As from January 12, 
special restrictions were imposed on the importation of 
certain cattle from the Irish Free State. The restric- 
tions imposed on the importation of certain Russian 
goods in April were withdrawn in July. 


AUSTRALIA 


A large number of reductions of Customs duties 
based, for the most part, on recommendations of the 
Tariff Board, were made during the year. For 
instance, in order to compensate to some extent for 
the adverse exchange position, the rates of duty under 
the British Preferential Tariff only were reduced in 
respect of all classes of goods which were subject to 
duties of a protective character in Australia, while the 
primage duties on the same classes of goods were also 
reduced. These reductions of duties resulted in in- 
creased preferences over similar foreign goods. The 
primage duties were also reduced or abolished in 
respect of many other classes of goods required for use 
in Australian industries. 

On December 1 a new Trade Agreement between 
Australia and New Zealand was ratified under which 
each Dominion accorded the benefits of its British 
Preferential Tariff to the goods of the other, except in 
respect of certain scheduled classes of goods for which 
special rates were fixed. 

In March Australia gave effect to certain of her 
obligations under the United Kingdom-Australia Trade 
Agreement by according for the first time British Pre- 
ferential Tariff rates on certain Tariff items to a 
number of British Colonies. Additions to the list of 
Colonies enjoying this benefit were made at subsequent 
dates during the year. 


CANADA 


As the result of discussions between H.M. Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom and H.M. Government 
in Canada, in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 23 of the United Kingdom-Canada Trade Agree- 
ment, with a view to the amendment of Schedule E 
to the Agreement, certain Tariff changes were intro- 
duced in the Canadian Budget proposals early in the 
year. These included the granting of duty-free entry 
to United Kingdom motor omnibuses and cod liver oil, 
the imposition of a duty on United Kingdom telephone 
apparatus, an increased duty on knitted goods of 
foreign origin, and the accord of free entry to a few 
goods of foreign origin in cases where previously only 
the United Kingdom products were entitled to free 
entry. 

Trade Agreements concluded at the Ottawa Con- 
ference between Canada on the one hand and the 
Irish Free State, the Union of South Africa and 
Southern Rhodesia on the other hand, came into force 
during the year. These Agreements secured certain 
Tariff concessions to specified goods from the latter 
three Dominions, on a reciprocal basis. These three 
Dominions enjoy generally the benefits of the Canadian 
sritish Preferential Tariff. The Canada-New Zealand 
Trade Agreement, which was due to lapse on May 24, 
was prolonged for a further year. 

A new Trade Agreement was entered into between 
Canada and France, under which certain specified 
rrench products imported into Canada obtained the 
benefit of the Canadian Intermediate Tariff or of the 
Intermediate Tariff less a discount of, in general, from 
10 per cent. to 20 per cent. Under a provisional 
Agreement with Germany, the Canadian Intermediate 
Tariff was extended to German goods until the end of 
the year; and in July the same Tariff was applied to 
goods imported from Austria until the same date. 

The exchange dumping duty imposed on United 
Kingdom goods entering under the British Preferential 
Tariff ceased to be leviable at the end of April. 

The Canadian Tariff Board was constituted early in 
the year in accordance with the United Kingdom- 
Canada Trade Agreement, and began its duties on 
May 1. Under the provisions of Article 13 of the 
Agreement, H.M. Government in the United Kingdom 
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have requested H.M. Government in Canada to cause 
a review to be made by the Tariff Board of the duties 
on a number of important classes of United Kingdom 
goods. 


Trish FREE STATE 


Extensive alterations were made in the Tariff during 
the year, involving increased duties on, inter alia, a 
large number of items of apparel, and in certain cases 
the removal of the preference from United Kingdom 
goods by changes either in the British Preferential or 
General rates of duty. 


NEW ZEALAND 


In February a sales tax was imposed on most 
classes of goods sold in New Zealand, and a few in- 
creases in Customs and Excise duties were also made. 

A Tariff Commission was appointed to undertake an 
enquiry into the whole of the Customs Tariff. (This 
enquiry gives effect to the undertaking to review the 
whole of the protective duties levied in New Zealand 
which is provided for in the United Kingdom-New 
Zealand Trade Agreement.) The Commission com- 
menced to hear evidence in June, and is expected to 
submit its Report by the end of February, 1934. 

In June and August the Customs duties on certain 
goods imported from Australia, which enjoyed favour- 
able treatment in virtue of a Trade Agreement (now 
replaced by the Agreement ratified on December 1; 
see above), were increased so as to bring them up to 
the level of the British Preferential duties. 


Soutu AFRICA 


Certain alterations in duty were made in the middle 
of the year in the Union Budget proposals, including 
the removal of the special additional duty on whisky 
and the increase of the alternative specific duty on 
common soap. 

The exchange dumping duty levied on a4 limited 
number of United Kingdom goods ceased to apply in 
January, and in the same month the primage duty of 
5 per cent. ad valorem, levied on most imported goods, 
and the surtax of 74 per cent. ad valorem, levied on a 
number of imported goods, were removed. 

Towards the close of the year an exchange dumping 
duty was levied on a further range of Japanese goods 
imported into the Union. 

In addition to the Agreement with Canada referred 
to above, the Union of South Africa-Irish Free State 
Agreement, concluded at the Imperial Economic Con- 
ference at Ottawa was ratified during the year. Under 
this Agreement, hosiery and tractors imported into the 
Union from the Irish Free State receive the same 
Tariff treatment as is accorded to United Kingdom 
coods of these kinds. 


INDIA 


Certain Tariff changes have been made during the 
year, of which the most important are: increased 
duties on cotton piece-goods of non-British origin; the 
imposition of minimum specific duties on artificial silk 
piece-goods; increased ad valorem duties and the im- 
position of minimum specific duties on silk and 
artificial silk mixtures; the removal “of the pro- 
tection to the heavy chemical industry, which was 
followed by the grant of preference to certain United 
Kingdom heavy chemicals; and the imposition of 
minimum specific duties on a number of classes of 
goods with a view to safeguarding Indian industries. 
Among the goods affected by the last-mentioned 
changes are certain wcollen goods, cotton socks and 
stockings, certain paints and colours, domestic earthen- 
ware, and domestic hollow-ware. The minimum 
specific duties were not applied to the Preferential 
rates of duty. 

An Act restricting the export of tea came into force 
in November. 

A Tariff Board enquiry is at present proceeding into 
the question of the extent, if any, to which it is neces- 
sary to continue the protection to the Indian iron and 
steel industry after March 31, 1934. 
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NEWFOUNDLAND 

On July 1 the United Kingdom-Newfoundland Agree- 
ment was brought into force. Under this Agreement 
preferences were accorded for the first time to a large 
number of United Kingdom goods. 

An Order-in-Council was passed in January pro- 
viding for an ‘“‘ exchange ’’ dumping duty on goods 
from foreign countries with depreciated currencies. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


Tariff changes introduced in the middle of the year 
included the reduction of the duty on United Kingdom 
confectionery, the increase of the duty on foreign motor 
vehicles and bicycles, and an alteration in the duty on 
foreign rubber boots and shoes. In October the alterna- 
tive specific duty on foreign cotton and woollen piece- 
goods was increased. A new Customs Agreement 
between Southern Rhodesia and Northern Rhodesia on 
the lines of that already in existence was entered into 
during the year, 

PREFERENCE 


British COLONIES, POSSESSIONS, ETC. : 


REGULATIONS 


Following upon the introduction in the United 
Kingdom of revised preference regulations, under 
which the Empire content requirement was raised from 
25 per cent. to 50 per cent. in certain cases, various 
Colonies have introduced similar requirements during 
the year. 


NORTHERN RHODESIA 


Tariff changes introduced in October included altera- 
tions in respect of the duties on confectionery, motor 
vehicles and bicycles similar to those enforced in 
Southern Rhodesia. In addition, the duty on certain 
spirits was increased, and various duties imposed tem- 
porarily in 1932 were continued in operation. 


Fast AFRICAN COLONIES 


Alternative specific duties were introduced on cotton 
blankets, rubber boots and shoes, cardigans, shirts, 
singlets, socks and stockings, certain piece-yuuds, 
bicycles and umbrellas. 


West AFRICAN COLONIES 


In certain West African Colonies specific or alterna- 
tive specific duties have been introduced on such com- 
modities as piece-goods, shirts, singlets, socks and 
stockings and rubber boots and shoes. Tariff changes 
made in Gambia also included the reduction of the 
duty on, United Kingdom matches and the increase of 
the duty on common soap of foreign origin. 


MALAYA 


A few Tariff alterations were made, including the 
imposition of alternative specific duties on cotton, 
linen and artificial silk piece-goods. 


CEYLON 


At the beginning of February preference was 
accorded for the first time on a wide range of Empire 
goods. An Ordinance providing for the control of the 
export of tea came into force on April 1. 


West InpDIEs 


In Antigua and Montserrat surcharges have been 
imposed on all dutiable goods, and in Grenada the 
surtax has been reduced from 15 per cent. to 5 per 
cent. of the duties otherwise chargeable. A few 
Tariff changes have taken place in Antigua, St. Lucia, 
Trinidad, and British Honduras, while in Jamaica the 
package tax imposed in April, 1982, has been continued 
for a further year. 


GIBRALTAR 


In January a preference was granted for the first 
time on wines and tobacco. 
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MALTA 
A few alterations were made in the Customs Tariff, 
involving for the most part increased duties, 


UyPRUS 
Duty-free admission has been accorded to a number 
of articles during the year. 


CHANNEL ISLANDS 


During the year various Orders were made under tlhe 
Import Duties Acts of Guernsey and Jersey respec- 
tively, imposing Customs duties on a wide range of 
foreign goods imported into those islands. 


HonG Kone 
In February a Customs Tariff preference was granted 
on tobacco. 


MAvRITIUS 

The benefits of the preferential Tariff were extended 
unconditionally to the whole Empire in August, and in 
July certain increases of Customs duties were made. 


Fist 
A few increased duties were imposed and alterna- 
tive specific duties were introduced in the case of 


piece-goods and certain apparel. 


SEYCHELLES 

In March a package tax on imported goods was im- 
posed and the Customs duties on spirits and tobacco 
were altered. 


3niTIsH NortH Borneo 
New or increased preferences were granted on certain 
goods of Empire origin in October. 


Sr. HELENA 

Preference on Empire goods was introduced for the 
first time by imposing an additional duty on foreign 
goods in each case, 


KUROPE 
AUSTRIA 

In April the valorisation of Customs duties, when 
the paper equivalent of the gold kr. for Customs 
purposes was increased from 1°44 to 1:80 paper 
schilling, had the effect of increasing duties by 25 per 
cent. Certain essential foodstuffs, e.g., cereals and 
flour, were exempted from this increase by a reduction 
of Tariff duties. 

Various Tariff changes have resulted from the con- 
clusion or revision of commercial treaties. The treaties 
with Hungary and Poland resulted in the reduction of 
duties on various goods, while the revision of the 
Austro-Swiss and Austro-Yugoslav treaties involved 
certain increases in duties. 


BELGIUM 

In February the Customs duties on motor cars and 
parts were completely recast. During the year the 
quota restrictions were extended to certain additional 
agricultural products, to rubber shoes, rayon yarns, 
silk and rayon tissues, and clothing. The Customs 
and Excise duties were increased on certain articles, 
including alcoholic beverages, light and medium 
mineral oils and tobacco, while various modifications 
were made in sales and luxury taxes during the year. 

In March there was an increase in the duties on 
beers and wines imported into the Belgian Congo. 


BULGARIA 

The ad valorem duties on raw materials and various 
semi-manufactured goods which are exempt from im- 
port duty under the Customs Tariff or are nominally 
exempt from duty under other laws were increased in 
March. At the same time the duties on mineral oils 
were reduced. The duties on various classes of goods 
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were also reduced as the result of the enforcement in 
February of the commercial treaty with Germany. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Various goods of a ‘‘ luxury ’’ character were sub- 
jected to increased duties in the beginning of the year, 
and in July the ‘‘ General ’’ Tariff rates on a consider- 
able number of articles were increased. Some of these 
increased ‘‘ General ’’ Tariff duties are not, however, 
yet applicable, since lower ‘‘ conventional '’ rates of 
duty are in force for certain of the commodities 
affected. The Tariff provisions of the Polish-Czecho- 
slovak Commercial Treaty lapsed on October 11, in- 
volving an increase in the duties on a few classes of 
goods. During the year the list of goods the importa- 
tion of which is subject to the production of an ex- 
change certificate has been considerably extended. 


, 


DENMARK 


As the result of the trade agreement between the 
United Kingdom and Denmark the duties on various 
goods of importance to United Kingdom trade with 
Denmark were reduced as from June 20. The duties 
on sugar, coffee and coffee substitutes were increased 
in May. Duties were imposed in December on cereals 
and flour. 

The system of import restrictions under the Law of 
December 5, 1932, has remained in force with a few 
amendments whereby certain goods were transferred 
from the ** free ’’ to the “* controlled ’’ list. The Law 
was renewed on December 12 until December, 1934, 
with certain amendments to provide, inter alia, for the 
simplification of the machinery of control of imports 
and for the promotion of compensation trade. 


ESTONIA 


The duties on various goods, including unspun wool, 
yarn of jute, flax, hemp, ete., and hosiery, were in- 
creased at the end of 1932. Following the conclusion 
of a temporary Commercial Agreement with the United 
Kingdom, the duty on salted herrings was reduced in 
July and at the same time the import restriction 
affecting this product was removed. A commercial 
convention with Spain provided for the reduction as 
from November 1 of the duties on certain southern 
fruits and on Spanish wines. 

A few amendments were made in January and April 
to the list of goods subject to import restriction. 


kK INLAND 


A fair number of Tariff modifications, including both 
increases and decreases of duty, were made by the 
1933 Tariff, some of which were enforced in Novem- 
ber, 19382. An agreement with France in March 
resulted in certain reductions in duty, including the 
duty on wool dress goods containing a small percentage 
of silk. The trade agreement between Finland and 
the United Kingdom, which was signed in September 
and came into operation on November 23, secured the 
reduction of the duties on many classes of goods of 
importance to United Kingdom trade with Finland. 
In November further modifications of duty, generally 
in a downward direction, but including a few increases, 
were enforced in advance of the introduction of the full 
1934 Tariff. 


l RANCE 


A fair number of Tariff alterations (mostly increases 
of duty) were made during the year, the most impor- 
tant being the increases of duties on certain goods in 
July following upon a revision of the Treaty with 
Germany, and increased duties on fats, oils and 
products containing them in August. 

During the year various alterations were made in 
the ‘* exchange compensation ’’ surtax regulations. 
Several classes of goods (of any origin) were exempted 
trom the surtax. In March the surtax was increased 


on Japanese goods from 15 to 25 per cent. ad valorem, 
and the surtax was extended to goods from certain 
countries to which the surtax had not formerly been 
Swedish, Finnish, Estonian and Norwegian 


applied. 
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goods were exempted from the surtax, and as from 
January 1, 1934, the surtax was withdrawn from goods 
originating in the United Kingdom, the Irish Free 
State and certain Colonies. The surtax was applied 
(at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem) to Portuguese 
goods in July; special duties were imposed on certain 
Portuguese goods in August, and to all Brazilian goods 
in October. 

The import turnover tax was modified in April. A 
Bill authorising the reduction of the turnover tax to 
2 per cent. (of the duty-paid value of goods) has been 
laid before the French Parliament, and the French 
Government have assured H.M. Government that 
they will press on with the measure. 

A measure for the defence of the French wheat 
market (providing for refund of duty on exports of 
wheat and flour) was passed in July. 

During the year the quota system was continued in 
force. Arrangements were made for the system to be 
operated, for certain classes of United Kingdom goods, 
by organisations in the United Kingdom. A few new 
classes of goods were brought under the system during 
1933. As from the beginning of 1934, however, a 
radical change was made in the quota system. A large 
number of new items were subjected to quotas, and 
the quotas, both on these goods and on those already 
under the system, were put on a new basis, the pub- 
lished quotas being in most cases fixed at about 25 per 
cent. of past imports or of previous quotas. The quota 
for United Kingdom coal was reduced by 10 per cent. 
in December; and a recent announcement authorises 
a further 10 per cent. cut in coal quotas. A tax on 
import licences was authorised by the 1933 Budget, 
and was applied to agricultural goods in May. It is 
understood that it may shortly be applied also to 
industrial goods. A licence tax on coal was imposed in 
May at the rate of 2 francs per ton, and was increased 
in January, 1934, to 4 frs. per ton. 


FRENCH POSSESSIONS 

Among the comparatively few Tariff changes which 
have been made during the year may be mentioned 
the modification of the duties on foreign cotton tissue 
in Gaboon in June; and the introduction of French 
Tariff rates for certain foreign goods in Madagascar in 
March. In Syria the duties on silk and rayon goods 
were revised at the end of 1932, and some other Tariff 
changes were made in 1933. The quota system for 
cotton textiles in French Indo-China was continued in 
force during 1958; and in December the importation 
of certain vegetable oils into Syria was prohibited. 


GERMANY 

There were many ‘Tariff changes during the year, 
resulting both from Governmental measures and from 
the revision or lapse of commercial treaties. The lapse 
of the Swedish, Yugoslav and Finnish Treaties in Feb- 
ruary, March and December resulted in various in- 
creases in duty, and the revision of treaties with the 
Netherlands, Belgium, France, Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia and Switzerland also led to certain Tariff 
changes, including heavy increases of the duties on 
grass seeds and cotton yarns. The duties on fine cotton 
yarns for the manufacture of glove fabrics, gloves, 
stockings and socks are still, however, fixed at special 
rates. 

Individual Tariff changes were made during most 
months of the year, including provisions (in July) for 
increased duties on hair yarns. 

Export duties on waste and scrap of non-ferrous 
metals were imposed in November. 

An Agreement was concluded with the United King- 
dom in April providing for a minimum quota for the 
importation of United Kingdom coal and coke, in 
return for certain modifications in the United Kingdom 
duties on German goods. 

The importation of certain goods has been made 
subject to licence requirement, including certain 
timber, sulphuric acid and artificial silk. 1 

Revised rates of duty payable on cereals against the 
production of export bonds were enforced in August 
and further modified in December. 
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In December, 1932, the importation of certain 
cereals was monopolised and sale prices for such 
products fixed. The monopoly was extended in April, 
1933, to oil fruits, oil seeds, oils and fats, and various 
edible fats were subjected to a monopoly tax of Km. 3 
per kilog. in May. 


GREECE 

Only a few minor Tariff changes have been made. 
Towards the end of the year a turnover tax was im- 
posed on imported and locally produced goods, the rate 
of the tax on imports being 14 per cent. of the duty 
paid value. 

The import restriction system established in 1932 has 
been continued in force. In general the quantities of 
goods allowed to be imported in February-November 
were on rather a lower scale than in the preceding 
period, and the quotas for November, 1933, to May, 
1934, are on the same scale as during 1933. In 
February a regulation was introduced under which 
imports of certain specified goods are only allowed in 
exchange for exports of Greek products. 


HuNGARY 


Reductions in the duties on many classes of goods 
were made in January as the result of a Commercial 
Treaty with Austria, while an amendment of the Com- 
mercial Agreement with France involved a few increases 
in duty. Decrees issued in January and September 
increased the duties on a few classes of goods. As in 
previous years various Decrees have been issued relat- 
ing to the admission of specified goods for industrial 
use duty free or at reduced rates of duty. 

The general turnover tax of 3 per cent. ad valorem 
payable on each transaction was replaced in the case 
of coal, rice, lighting glass, iron and steel, machinery, 
vehicles and instruments by consolidated taxes, pay- 
able once only. The rates of the consolidated tax on 
certain textiles, coffee, tea and spices were also 
increased. 

The import licence system was extended to many 
further classes of goods by Decrees issued in March, 
May and September. 


ICELAND 

The duties on certain textile goods were reduced in 
June as a result of the Anglo-Icelandic Trade Agree- 
ment of May 19. In September the duties on various 
goods (mostly of a luxury or semi-luxury nature) were 
increased by 15 or 20 per cent. ad valorem, and a duty 
of 15 per cent. ad valorem was imposed on certain 
goods which had hitherto not been subject to ad 
valorem taxation. 


ITALY 


There have been a few Tariff modifications during 
the year, resulting in some cases from the revision of 
Commercial Treaties. In January the duty on coke 
was increased; an Agreement with France in May 
resulted in the reduction of duties on certain alcoholic 
beverages; and the revision of the 1934 Customs Con- 
vention with the Soviet Union resulted, in June, in a 
few increases of duty. 

In December the duties on a number of goods, in- 
cluding typewriters, wireless apparatus, iodine com- 
pounds and chrome tanned leather, were increased. 

In May a Decree-Law was promulgated which pro- 
vided for the establishment of a super Tariff to be 
imposed on goods originating in countries which were 
not, or had ceased to be, in Treaty relationship with 
Italy in commercial matters. A further Decree-Law, 
dated September 28, provided that when, as a result of 
the depreciation of any country’s currency, the impor- 
tation therefrom into Italy of certain products caused 
a grave disturbance in Italian production of similar 
goods, the existing duties on such products coming 
from the country could be increased by a coefficient 
to counterbalance the depreciation of its currency. 











SPECIAL ARTICLES—Continued 

LATVIA 

A few increases in duty were made in May and some 
amendments (both increases and reductions) were 
made in July and November. As the result of a tem- 
porary Commercial Agreement with the United King- 
dom a reduction in the duty on salted herrings was 
made in July. The import restrictions have been 
continued in force .with a few modifications. 
Restricted goods are now permitted to be imported to 
an extent equal to not less than imports in 1932, 


LITHUANIA 

Various classes of goods were subjected to increased 
duties in May. A system of import restrictions was 
introduced at the end of 1932, affecting sugar, salt, 
fertilisers, iron and steel, tinplate, coal, cement, cotton 
yarn and thread, paper and cardboard, and wool 
fabrics. In May animal and vegetable oils and fats 
were brought within the scope of the restrictions. 
NETHERLANDS 

The import restriction system, operated on the quota 
principle, was considerably extended during the year, 
and the following goods, inter alia, were brought 
within the scope of the restrictions, viz., shirts, hand- 
kerchiefs, mufflers and neckerchiefs (January), under- 
wear (May), sheet zinc (June), unbleached and 
bleached cotton piece-goods (August), certain wire 
products (September), plush, velvet, furniture, leather, 
vacuum cleaners (October), domestic glassware and 
cattle cake (November), and fresh fish (December). 

A tax on turnover is to be introduced on January 1, 
1934, amounting to 4 per cent. of the sale price for 
home-produced goods, an increased tax of 10 per cent. 
being charged on goods of a luxury nature. Imported 
goods will be subject, in addition, to a special Customs 
duty of 1 per cent. and 2 per cent. respectively. 
Certain foodstuffs and raw materials are to be exempt 
from this taxation. 

In the Netherlands East Indies, the duties on cotton 
and cotton yarns were withdrawn early in 1933. A 
Bill was later introduced proposing a comprehensive 
Tariff revision, and providing for substantially increased 
duties on a wide range of commodities, and this 
measure was passed, to come into force on January 10, 
1934. An Ordinance promulgated in September em- 
powers the Government to prohibit the importation of 
any goods in excess of a prescribed quantity or value. 
NorWAY 

A few Tariff alterations were made at the beginning 
of July, on the occasion of the annual Tariff revision, 
and somewhat later in the month the duties on several 
classes of goods of importance to United Kingdom 
trade were reduced as a result of the enforcement of 
the Trade Agreement with the United Kingdom. The 
duties on certain goods were reduced in April by an 
Agreement with France. 

A turnover tax was imposed in July at rates varying 
from 4 to 6 per cent. on wares of precious metals, 
gloves of skin or silk, silk and artificial silk goods and 
fine footwear. 

The importation of coal was subjected to licence 
requirement in November. 


POLAND 


Few Tariff alterations of importance were made 
until the introduction on October 11 of the new Customs 
Tariff, the rates of which are more highly protective 
than those formerly in force. Certain reductions in 
the new Tariff duties have been secured by the conclu- 
sion of commercial treaties with Belgium, Austria, the 
Netherlands and Sweden. The percentage reductions 
of duty provided for by the Franco-Polish Treaty re- 
main temporarily in force (although applied to the new 
Tariff duties), but the Tariff provisions of the Czecho- 
slovak Treaty lapsed on the introduction of the new 
Tariff. Negotiations with these and with certain other 
countries are proceeding. On October 11 the ‘‘ manipu- 
lation ’’ fee payable on imports and exports was re- 
duced, the general rate on imported goods being 
reduced from 20 to 10 per cent. of the Customs duty. 
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Many classes of goods were added to the list of goods 
subject to import licence requirement in March and 
June. 

As in previous years several Decrees were issued re- 
lating to the admission duty-free or at reduced rates 
of duty of goods required for industrial purposes. The 
rates of drawback granted on the export of certain 
goods in respect of imported material used for making 
the goods were also revised. 


PorTUGAL 

In May the duties on a number of goods (mainly 
textiles) of particular interest to France were increased. 
As a result of an Agreement with France the general 
surtax of 20 per cent. of the duties had been reduced 
to 5 per cent. in respect of some 25 tariff items; with 
the termination of this Agreement on June 38 the rate 
of 20 per cent. was restored. The goods affected in- 
cluded certain iron and steel manufactures, agricultural 
machinery and implements, silk goods, perfumery and 
cosmetics. A few other modifications of minor im, 
portance were made. 

At the beginning of 1933 the rebate of import duty 
on goods carried by Portuguese ships was reduced from 
8 to 6 per cent. (of the Customs duty). 


Portuguese Colonies 

In September a Decree was promulgated which made 
provision, by way of preferential Customs duties, for 
the protection of goods of Portuguese Colonial origin 
in various parts of the Portuguese Colonial Empire. 
The commodities affected were: tobacco, sugar, rice, 
coffee, tea, cement, beer, manioc, wheat and wheat 
flour and livestock. This will involve increases of 
duty, in most cases, on foreign goods of those kinds 
imported into Portuguese Colonies. 


RoUMANIA 


Tariff reductions on a number of goods were made 
in January as a result of an Agreement with Switzer- 
land. During the year modifications were made to 
certain Juxury and turnover taxes under the Law of 
December 22, 1982, which had completely revised the 
existing regime. In July the list of goods subject to 
quota restriction was considerably extended and addi- 
tional taxes were imposed on goods imported under the 
quota system. 


SPAIN 


A Decree of May authorised the Government to grant 
duty concessions on goods from countries which arc 
large purchasers of Spanish agricultural produce. 
Under the Decree, tariff favours were accorded in re- 
spect of French motor cars. No other Tariff changes 
have been made, but certain restrictions have been 
imposed on the importation of certain goods. Import 
quotas have been established for animal fats and-oils; 
copra, palm kernels and linseed; and charcoal; and 
restrictions have been imposed on the import of sisal 
and agave. <A Decree published in December appears 
to foreshadow an extended application of the import 
quota system. 


SWEDEN 

The lapse of the Treaty with Germany in February 
led to the increases of various Tariff duties, and there 
have been a few other cases of Tariff increases. A few 
Tariff reductions were made in March by an Agreement 
with France, and the duties on many classes of goods 
of interest to United Kingdom trade were reduced in 
July by the Trade Agreement with the United King- 
dom. Restrictions were imposed on the import of 
oatmeal and on the export of granite and other hard 
stone, 

The Sugar Monopoly was continued in force until the 
end of February, 1934. 

The Excise duties on tobacco and tobacco products 
were revised in March, and a consumption tax on oil- 
cake and oilcake meal was imposed in June. 





SPECIAL ARTICLES—Continued 


SWITZERLAND 

The import control system was considerably ex- 
tended during the year, import licence requirements 
being imposed on a large variety of articles including 
woollen and worsted tissues, motor cars and tyres, and 
wool yarns. Some further goods, including bicycles 
and tandems, were subjected to ‘‘ duty quotas.’’ A 
few minor Tariff alterations were made. 

‘TURKEY 

Extensive Tariff alterations were provided for by a 
Law of May 3i. In general the new duties, which 
represented heavy increases, came into force (so far 
as concerns United Kingdom goods) in September, but 
in some cases (including certain cotton and wool 
tissues) the date of application of the new duties was 
postponed, in consequence of Treaty provisions, to 
later dates, up to March, 1934. 

Considerable developments have taken place in the 
import restriction and quota systems. The practice of 
dividing the global quotas amongst the various coun- 
tries of supply has been somewhat extended, and the 
general tendency has been towards a reduction of 
quotas, and development of extra-quota trade under 
deposit of currency for a specified period or under 
clearing or compensation agreements with various 
countries, including France, Germany, United States 
of America, Austria, Hungary and Switzerland. 


YUGOSLAVIA 

An Agreement with Greece signed in July fixed 
quotas for the importation of certain Greek goods at 
reduced rates of duty, and reductions in the duties on 
some goods were made in August by an Agreement with 
Austria, During the year many classes of machinery 
which had been exempt from import duty have been 
made dutiable at the normal Tariff rates on the ground 
that they are now manufactured in Yugoslavia. 

The list of goods subject to the luxury tax of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem was extended, and the list of goods 
on which the general turnover tax is levied at con- 
solidated rates was revised. 


AMERICA (FOREIGN) 


' Unitrep STATES 


A few Tariff changes were made under the “* flexible 
Tariff ’’ provisions in January, March, April, May and 
June. Under the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
June, the object of which is to provide rental or benefit 
payments as a means of reducing acreage or production 
of wheat, cotton, field corn, hogs, rice, tobacco, and 
milk and its products, processing taxes have been 
levied on wheat, cotton, hogs and corn, jute fabrics and 
yarns, and compensating import taxes have been im- 
posed on imports of wheat products, cotton goods, 
tobacco products, pig products, jute bags and twine. 

An Act of March 22 permitted the importation into 
the United States of light beer and wine. Following 
upon the repeal of prohibition in December, it was 
decided that imports of alcoholic liquors are to be sub- 
ject to permits issued by the Temporary Liquor Import 
Committee. Jmports are not to be below the average 
imports from each country during the period July 1, 
1910, to June 30, 1914, but definite quotas have not 
yet been finally arranged. 


ARGENTINA 

The only changes of duty of any importance were 
those made in November on the enforcement of the 
Anglo-Argentine Supplementary Agreement of Sep- 
tember, Substantial reductions were made in the 
duties on many classes of goods, including textiles, 
sanitary and household earthenware, chemicals and 
iron and steel, and the classification of motor vehicles 
and parts was revised. 

The position as regards the 10 per cent. ad valorem 
surcharge has been modified. Provision had been made 
for its gradual reduction, beginning in November last 
and ending with its complete withdrawal in December, 
1934, but under present legislation it will continue in 
force at the full rate during 1934. 
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BRAZIL 


Since the latter part of 1931 a Commission has been 
engaged in preparing an entirely new Customs Tariff. 
The proposals of the Commission have already been 
published locally in Sections, during the last two years, 
for information and comment, and it is expected that 
the new Tariff will be promulgated early in 1934, to 
come into force three months later. 

The few Tariff modifications that were made during 
1933 were of minor importance. An important change 
was made, however, in the method of payment of 
duties. The gold milreis, in which duties are assessed, 
had previously been based on the U.S.A. dollar (one 
milreis equalling 55 cents). At the end of November a 
Decree was issued providing that duties were to be 
levied at the rate of eight paper milreis for each gold 
milreis formerly leviable. At the time of the issue of 
this Decree 6-226 paper milreis had to be paid in respect 
of each gold milreis due; the effect was therefore to 
increase the Customs duties and other “ gold ’’ taxes 
by 28 per cent. 


Bo.Livia 


In the early part of 1933 a manufacturing tax was 
imposed on various goods produced in the country, and 
a surtax of the same amount was imposed on like goods 
when imported. The goods affected include textile 
wares, footwear, beverages and cement. The export 
duties on various metals were also increased. 


CHILE 


In March the import duties, other than those fixed 
by the Franco-Chilean Modus Vivendi of May 22, 1931, 
were increased by 50 per cent. 

In July all duties leviable on goods entering the 
Magallanes Territory were suspended. 


(GUATEMALA 


Many modifications to the Customs Tariff were made 
in April, principally relating to the duties on natural 
and artificial silk, Later in the year further modifica- 
tions were made, notably in the duties on motor 
vehicles. 


MeExIco 


In May provision was made for the temporary duty- 
free admission of tinplate and iron or steel sheet for 
the manufacture of containers. Minor Tariff modifica- 
tions were made from time to time during the year. 


NICARAGUA 


_ In July the Government were authorised to levy the 
Customs duties in gold, but so far no use has been 
made of this power. 


PrEerRu 


In February a law was promulgated creating an addi- 
tional duty of 1 per cent. ad valorem on imports, to be 
collected at Peruvian Consulates in the country of 
shipment. 

In October a law was promulgated establishing a 
stamp tax of 10 per cent. ad valorem on perfumery, 
toilet products and cosmetics. 

The export duties on cotton were revised. 


SALVADOR 


The Tariff changes made in 1933 affected, inter alia, 
goods of pure or mixed artificial silk. In June re- 
strictions were imposed on the importation of sugar 
goods. 


San DomiInco 


From October 1 the Consular Invoice fee, which is 
collected by the Customs in San Domingo, was in- 
creased, in general, from } per cent. to 2 per cent. 
ad valorem. 
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VENEZUELA 

On August 15 a new Customs Tariff was published 
and enforced. The new rates of duty, however, were 
practically the same as in the Tariff of 1930 (as 
amended). Since August, however, a considerable 
number of changes were made in this Tariff, nearly al! 
in an upward direction; the goods affected include 
cotton and linen tissues, made up textile wares, 
cement, sugar and confectionery. 


*ASIA (FOREIGN) 


CHINA 


A revised Customs Tariff was enforced in May, one 
important feature of which was a large increase in 
the import duties on practically all classes of textile 
goods. Regulations were issued in January, 1933, 
providing for the marking of imported goods with the 
name of the country of origin. ‘These provisions were 
to come into force in July, 1933, but their enforcement 
now stands postponed until July, 1934. 


TRAQ 

At the end of April a new Customs Tariff came 
into force, the general effect of which was to increase 
the import duties on luxuries and to reduce those on 
essential goods. The metric system was employed 
throughout the whole Tariff. In May a revised scale 
of Excise duties was introduced. 


PERSIA 


No Tariff changes were reported in 1933. The im- 
port quota system was maintained in force. 


SIAM 

In March a new Customs Tariff was introduced in- 
creasing the duties on benzine, denatured spirit, 
candles, matches, tea, wax, tobacco, cigars and 
cigarettes. The duty on articles not specially men- 
tioned in the Tariff was increased from 20 to 25 per 
cent. ad valorem. 


*AFRICA (FOREIGN) 
EGyptT 
Modifications in the Customs Tariff were made in 


May including increases in the duties on cotton yarns 
and certain cotton tissues.

INTRODUCTION OF METRIC SYSTEM 
IN TURKEY 


The Turkish Weights and Measures Law, to which 
reference was made in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 12, 
1933 (page 52), came into force on December 31. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at 
Istanbul advises that in future goods exported to 
Turkey and bearing indications of weight, length, etc., 
should be marked in the metric system only. The 
marking of goods with the length or weight according 
to English standards, even if they are also marked in 
the metric system, is held to be contrary to the regu- 
lations. 

A translation in French of the Ministerial Decree 
introducing the metric system and of the special in- 
structions governing the application of the new system 
may be seen at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, $8.W.1. (Reference 
28599 /32.) 


COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS IN SALVADOR 

The Department of Overseas Trade are informed that 
under the Migration Law recently enacted by the 
Salvadorean Government it is now necessary that com- 
mercial travellers should be in possession of an identity 
ecard when visiting that country. 

This card is obtainable at the time of the legalisa- 
tion of their passports, and a charge of five colones 
is made by the Consulate of issue. 

Commercial travellers are required to register with 
the Migration Authorities within forty-eight hours of 
their arrival in Salvador, and will then have the right 
to remain in the country for a period of six months.

EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEE 
DEPARTMENT: QUARTERLY RETURN

Notre.—The foregoing figures relate only to business done 
under the present scheme, which is known as the Credit 
Insurance Scheme and which began on April 1, 1930. As 
from that date the management of the Department’s 
business was entrusted by Government to an Executive Com- 
mittee with powers analogous to those of a board of 
directors. It was decided to wind up the business which had 
been undertaken by the Department from July 1, 1926, to 
the date of their appointment and which is known as the 
Second Guarantee Scheme. From April 1, 1930, onwards 
all new business has been transacted under the Credit 
Insurance Scheme, for the management of which the 
Executive Committee are responsible. 


B. Former Schemes:

REINFORCED CONCRETE IN BUILDINGS 


Recommendations for a new code of practice to replace 
out-of-date rules are made in a *Report just issued by the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, 


The Report contains the findings of an authoritative Com- 
mittee, under the chairmanship of Sir George Humphreys, 
appointed in 1931 to ‘‘ review present methods and regula- 
tions for the use of reinforced concrete in building and to 
make recommendations for rules of practice embodying the 
best available technical information and experience.’’ 


These recommendations are set out in a new code of 
practice appended to the Report. They are based on exist- 
ing knowledge and experience since no funds have been 
available for research work in relation to them. 


The Report states that, apart from the national need for 
authoritative rules of practice, ‘‘ the London County Council 
had specifically asked to be furnished, in connection with 
the review of the London Building Act, with recommenda- 
tions for a code of practice for the use of reinforced concrete 
in buildings similar to that drawn up by the Steel 
Structures Research Committee for the use of structural 
steel.”’ 


THREE Grapes or ConcreTE ALLOWED 


The Committee have proposed three grades of concrete. 
The first, Ordinary Grade, corresponds to the 750 Ibs. per 
syuare inch, the weakest mix of concrete considered (1:2:4 
concrete), with appropriate increases in stresses for richer 
mixes. This is for use where rigid control is not exercised ; 
it is easy to produce concrete of adequate strength with 
sound materials. The second grade, High Grade, calls for 
proof of strength by preliminary tests, for greater control 
of concrete quality, and for a definite programme of tests 
on the site on the deposited concrete. The stresses permitted 
are roughly 25 per cent. greater than for Ordinary Grade 
concrete and represent present day practice in high-class 
concrete works. The third grade, Special Grade, calls for 
yreater exercise of control and more frequent testing. For 
this grade preliminary test results are made the basis of 
the working stresses, which may be as great as 25 per cent. 
greater than those permitted for High Grade concrete. 
When it is realised that concrete has been produced through- 
out certain large works in London of a strength consistently 
higher than 6,500 lbs. per square inch and in some cases as 
high as 10,000 lbs. per square inch, the justification for 
increased permissible stresses will be appreciated.

Bihar and Orissa, January 1.—Light rain has fallen in 
Balasore, Sambalpur and Ranchi. The harvesting of winter 
paddy is proceeding and threshing continues. Standing 
crops and sugarcane are in good condition. More rain is 
needed for rabi in Muzaffarpur and Palamau. Dalua paddy 
has been sown in Cuttack. 

Punjab, January 1.—The weather has been dry and rain 
is badly needed. Standing crops are in average to good 
condition. American cotton has been damaged by. tela in 
Shahpur, and white ants are damaging standing spring 
crops in Sialkot. 

Central Provinces, January 1.—The weather has been 
mild, but hailstorms at Hoshangabad, Nimar, Betul and 
Berar have damaged crops slightly. The condition of rabi 
is good. Cotton-picking is being completed and the thresh- 
ing and winnowing of paddy is progressing in the rice 
districts. The harvesting of juar and khariff is proceeding 
favourably. 
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Bengal, January 8.—The weather has been dry. The sow- 
ing of spring crops is almost over, and the cutting and press- 
ing of sugarcane continues. Prospects for standing crops 
are satisfactory. 

Assam, January 8.—The weather has been seasonable.

Wheat occupied 25,991,100 acres, as compared with 
27,182,100 acres in 1932; for fall wheat, the area harvested 
was 909,000 acres, as compared with 536,000 acres; while the 
area under spring wheat was 25,432,100 acres, as against 
26,646,100 acres. Oats occupied 13,528,900 acres, as against 
13,148,400 acres; barley 3,658,000 acres, as against 3,757,600 
acres; rye 083,100 acres, as against 773,800 acres; and flax- 
seed 243,600 acres, as against 453,700 acres in 1932. 


For the remaining crops the acreages for 1933 are esti- 
mated as follows, with the figures for 1932 given in brackets: 
Peas, 84,600 (84,800); beans, 59,100 (66,600); buckwheat, 
398,300 (368,400); mixed grains, 1,167,300 (1,184,000); corn 
for husking, 136,600 (130,000) ; potatoes, 527,700 (521,500) ; 
turnips, mangolds, etc., 183,900 (174,800); hay and clover, 
8,875,900 (8,311,600); alfalfa, 721,600 (666,100); fodder 
corn, 378,750 (365,600); and sugar beets, 42,100 (45,000). 

APPLE SHIPMENTS 

The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that between 
December 21 and 27, 1933, the following quantities of 
Canadian apples were shipped to United Kingdom ports:

SOUTH AFRICA 
WOOL AND MOHAIR SALES AND EXPORTS 


The quantity of wool offered at auction since the beginning 
of the season up to the end of the first week in December 
was below normal, reports the South African Department 
of Agriculture. 


This was due partly to a decreased wool crop as a result of 
the drought and partly to the heavy rains which fell during 
November over practically the whole of the Union and 
which resulted in delayed shearing. Owing to the proximity 
of the Christmas season, the offerings during the rest of the 
season were expected to be relatively low.

Receipts By Rat 


The quantity of wool received by rail at Union ports from 
July to November, 1933, amounted to about 107 million Ibs., 
as against L151 million lbs. in the corresponding period last 
season and an average of 132 million Ibs. in the three pre- 


VIOUS Seasons. : 


The five months’ receipts of wool at all the ports this 
season have been considerably below the receipts of last 
season, and amounted to a decrease of about 30 per cent. 
The total receipts this season are also about 20 per cent. 
helow normal, and all the ports, with the exception of 
Durban, show a material decrease. 


Unsold stocks of wool at the end of November, 1933, were 
somewhat less than at the end of the previous month. Un- 
sold stocks in both October and November were below 
normal. 


EXPORTS 


Kixports of greasy wool from July to November, 1933, 
amounted to 79,011,000 Ibs., valued at 10°28d. per Ib., as 
compared with 112,084,000 Ibs., valued at 4-41d. per Ib. in 
the corresponding period of last season. During the period 
under review about equal quantities were shipped to France 
and the United Kingdom in contrast to last season, when 
France imported about twice as much wool from South Africa 
as the United Kingdom. 


MonaAtrn MARKETINGS AND STOCKS 


During the first five months of the present season about 
5,100,000 lbs. of mohair arrived at the markets, as compared 
with about 4,500,000 lbs. in the corresponding period of last 
season and with 3,700,000 Ibs., the average ot the three pre- 
vious seasons. Receipts were relatively higher at all the 
ports. There was a seasonal decline in the marketing of 
mohair during November, as most of the winter clips had 
previously been marketed. 


Unsold stocks of mohair declined during November as 
compared with the previous month. Sold stocks, on the 
other hand, increased. Total stocks at the end of November, 
1933, were less than for any month since June, when official 
data first became available. 


Exports or Monair 


ixxports of mohair have continued to be very heavy. From 
July to November, 1933, a total of 7,826,000 lbs., valued at 
6-34d. per lb., was exported, as compared with 4,516,000 Ibs., 
valued at 3°33d. per lb., in the corresponding period of the 
previous season. 


Large quantities of mohair were shipped to the United 
States in October and November. Other countries, except- 
ing the United Kingdom, were relatively unimportant as 
far as imports of South African mohair were concerned.

There was an unfavourable balance of visible exchanges 
for the first eleven months of the year amounting to 9,909 
million frs., as against one of 9,057 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of 1932. In November, 1933, the situa- 
tion was again slightly more unfavourable, the adverse 
balance amounting to 606 million frs., as against 567 million 
frs. in October and 547 million frs. in September. Exports, 
however, were higher than in any previous month of last 
year. 

As regards weight, imports in the first eleven months of 
1933 amounted to 44,545,000 tons, as against 43,193,000 tons, 
an increase of 1,352,009 tons, and exports to 22,846,000 tons, 
as against 21,572,000 tons, an increase of 1,274,000 tons. 
Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,546,000 tons and of manufac- 
tured articles by 196,000 tons, but there was a rise of 
3,094,000 tons in those of raw materials. Exports of food- 
tuffs rose by 30,000 tons, of raw materials by 928,000 tons, 
and of manufactured articles by 316,000 tons.

SWELEN 
TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM 

During the first nine months of 1933 Great Britain sup- 
plied 17-6 per cent. of the total imports into Sweden and 
took 26-5 per cent. of the exports, states a *Report by the 
british Commercial Counsellor at Stockholm. As _ these 
quarterly totals were not published prior to 1933, figures for 
the corresponding portion of 1932 are not available, but 
during the whole of that year Great Britain’s share in the 
import trade was 16°8 per cent. and in that of the export 
trade 25°3 per cent. 

it is not easy to find a resultant of the forces working for 
and against the extension of British export trade to Sweden. 
On one hand, the average consumer finds himself obliged 
to curtail his outgoings, and in spite of the national ten- 
dency to spend freely, is now inclined to turn from goods of 
high quality, for which Great Britain has always enjoyed a 
reputation in Sweden, to cheaper articles produced in the 
country under the protection of the tariff and a slightly 
depreciated currency. On the other hand, the exporting 
producers and manufacturers, e.g. sawmill owners and pulp 
makers, are anxious, even with some increase of costs, to 
keep on good terms with their best customers, and to buy a 
uch as possible from Great Britain. 

In all classes of the population there is also an increasing 
feeling of interest in and sympathy towards everything 
British. One example of this may be worth quoting. The 
ordinary programme for a winter course of elementary 
lessons in English, which has been a feature in the broad- 
casting arrangements for some years, had to be postponed 
twice, as a sufficient supply of the books of instruction for 
listeners was not available; the first and second editions 
of 5,000 copies were rapidly exhausted, and in the end 
10,000 copies had to be printed. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


The year closed with general business activity still in- 
creasing, reports a cable received by the London office of 
the Guaranty Trust Company of New York. ‘The holiday 
trade in many sections was the best in several years, and 
industrial operations, despite seasonal curtailments gener- 
ally, were well maintained. 

The company’s index of business activity in November wa 
64-1, as against 66-2 in October and 58-3 a year earlier. Their 
wholesale price index on December 15 was 49-8, as against 
51-0 a month earlier and 33-9 a year earlier. Department 
store sales in the New York metropolitan area for the first 23 
days of December were 7 per cent. above those of a year 
earlier, and, excluding liquor sales, 4 per cent. higher. 

Merchandise exports in November were valued at 184 
million dollars, as compared with 194 million dols. in Octo- 
ber and 139 million dols. in November, 1932. Imports were 
128 million dols., as against 151 million dols. and 104 million 
dols., respectively. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended December 29 was 71:8, against 
71-4 the week earlier and 72-0 the fortnight before. The 
past year’s highest point was 72-2 in October, while the 
lowest was 55:0 in March, the average for the year being

The Copra Products (Sale and Manufacture) Ordinance, 
1933, assented to on November 23, provides, inter alia, for 
the regulation of the sale of copra in, and of the exporta- 
tion of copra from British Guiana, and also of the mann- 
facture of copra products in the Colony. Copra product 
are defined to mean edible oil and lard substitute. 

The Ordinance imposes duties of 12 cents upon every 
gallon of edible oil and of 42 cents upon every 100 lb. of lard 
substitute manufactured in the Colony.

Under the Ordinance the Governor-in-Council is em- 
powered to fix the price of copra to be paid by the manu- 
facturer of copra products and also the maximum wholesale 
and retail prices for copra products manufactured and in- 
tended to be sold for consumption in the Colony.

BRITISH INDIA 
CUSTOMS TARIFEF CHANGES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the **‘ B.T.J.’” of January 4 (pages 17 and 18), the Board of 
Trade have now received a copy of the Bill which was intro 
duced in the Indian Legislative Assembly on December 22, 
1933, from which it would appear that the information 
respecting Customs Tariff changes published in the above 
mentioned notice is substantially correct. The following 
further information obtained from the Bill will remove the 
doubt which existed in a few cases as to the nature of the 
changes which were made. 


(a) As regards the footnote (*) in the above-mentioned 
notice respecting “‘ boots and shoes, leather,’”’? the new 
minimum specific duty of 6 annas per pair does not apply 
to the United Kingdom rate. The minimum rate applicable 
to United Kingdom goods will continue to be 5 annag per

CYPRUS 
DRAWBACK ON CERTAIN PARAFFIN WAX 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the ‘‘ Customs 
Drawback (Paraffin Wax) Regulations, 1933,’’ which pro- 
vide that a drawback of five-sixths of the full import duty 
shall be payable on the paraffin wax imported into Cyprus 
and used therein in the manufacture of candles and/or 
night lights for exportation therefrom. The drawback will 
not be payable in respect of any consignment of candles 
and/or night lights of less than 5 okes in weight. 

The import duty on paraffin wax is 15s. the 100 okes (Full 
Rate) and five-sixths of that amount (Preferential Rate). 


CANADA 


TARIFF AGREEMENTS WITH GERMANY AND 


AUSTRIA EXTENDED 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has re- 
ceived cabled information from the Department of External 
\ffairs at Ottawa to the effect that the Canadian Tariff 
Agreements with Germany and Austria, which terminated 
on December 31 last, have been extended by Order-in- 
Council. 

The period of the Agreement with Germany has been 
prolonged indefinitely, while that with Austria is to be 
current for an additional year from January 1. 

Under these Agreements the benefit of the Canadian Inter- 
mediate Tariff is extended to goods imported into the 
Dominion from these countries,

TANGANYIKA TERRITORY 
TAN ON EXPORT OF SISAL HEMP 


With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.”’ of Decem- 
ber 7 (page 825) regarding a Bill to provide for the levy of 
a tax on all sisal-hemp exported from Tanganyika Te:vritory, 
it should be noted that the Tanganyika Territory Sisal- 
Hemp (Export Tax) Ordinance, 1933, provides for the levy 
in question.

TRINIDAD 
IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN MOTOR 
VEHICLES PROHIBITED 


A Proclamation, No. 61 of 1933, made by the Governor 
on November 29, 1933, prohibits absolutely the importation 
into Trinidad and Tobago of motor cabs, motor cars, motor 
vans, motor lorries and motor omnibuses and of any motor 
chassis which can be used in constructing any of the said 
vehicles, unless such vehicles and chassis are constructed 
and fitted with a right-hand driving control, that is to say, 
having the steering wheel placed so as to be controlled from 
the right-hand side of the vehicle. Any temporary visitor 
to the Colony may, however, under certain conditions, import 
for his own use a motor vehicle not so constructed, 


STANDARDS FOR CERTAIN ARTICLES OF 


FOOD 


An Order dated November 24, 1933, made by the Governor-

The French “ Journal Officiel ” of January 4 announces 
the exhaustion of the United Kingdom share of the quota 
fixed for the import into France of fresh or frozen brill, 
bass, sturgeon, grey mullet, red mullet, sole, surmullet and 
turbot (ex Tariff No. 45), in consequence of which imports 
of such fish may not be resumed until March 1. This date 
has been fixed according to imports during the period up 
to December 31 and may be modified later when further 
statistics are received. 


IMPORT OF NITROGENOUS FERTILISERS 


A Decree of December 28, published in the French ‘‘ Jour- 
nal Officiel ” of December 30, requires a licence to be pro- 
cured for the import into France of the following kinds of 
nitrogenous fertilizers, viz. : 


Compound or manufactured fertilisers containing more 
than 2 per cent. of inorganic nitrogen (ex Tariff 
No. 0379) (hitherto a licence has been required 
only for those containing more than 4 per cent. of 
inorganic nitrogen), 

Nitrate of dolomite, agricultural nitrate of magnesia, 
synthetic nitrates for fertilisers (ex Tariff No. 
0380). 


GERMANY 


MODIFICATIONS (AGREEMENT WITH 
)ZECHOSLOVAKIA) 


An Exchange of Notes between Germany and Czecho- 
slovakia signed at Berlin, on December 21, 1933, and pro- 
visionally enforced as from January 1, 1934, provides that 
buttons, wholly of mother-of-pearl (except that from the 
shell of Trokas snails [ex Tariff No. 606]), up to a quantity 
of 2,100 kilogs. monthly, may be imported from Czecho- 
slovakia at the reduced rate of 700 reichsmarks per 100 
kilogs. The application of the reduced rate of duty is 
dependent on the production of a certificate recognised by 
the Government of the Reich, and the observance of a price 
guarantee under an understanding between the industries 
of the two countries, and clearance can only take place 
through specified Customs houses. 

A Proclamation dated December 20, 1933, states that the 
following Customs privilege in respect of cotton tissues im- 
ported into Germany provided for in the fourth additional 
agreement of May 8, 1933, to the German-Czechoslovak 
Economic Treaty of June 29, 1920, has been terminated as 
from January 1, 1934. 

Note to Tariff Nos. 453 to 457 (Tissues not falling under 
Nos. 445 to 452) :— 

In classifying tissues, in which loosely-woven portions 
alternate with closely-woven or loosely-woven portions 
alternate with more closely-woven, or closely-woven 
portions alternate with less closely-woven portions, the 
average number of threads will be taken as the basis. 
This number is found by counting both the warp and 
weft threads between any two regularly recurring points 
in the warp and weft of the woven pattern and by con- 
verting the number of such threads so obtained in the 
proportion which the width of the pattern bears to 
5 mm., and by adding together the results for warp 
and weft. Threads, whose entire thickness does not 
enter into the portion of the tissue under examination, 
are ignored.

ITALY 
TREATMENT OF GOODS IMPORTED 
FROM ITALIAN COLONTES 


The regime governing the import of goods from Italian 
Colonies into Italy has hitherto been based on a Royal 
Decree-Law of November 23, 1921, and subsequent amend- 
ments, which provided for the importation of a consider- 
able number of colonial products, free of duty or at special 
reduced rates up to, in some cases, a fixed quantity. 

The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ of December 27, 1933, contains 
a Royal Decree-Law, dated November 30, in force from

January 1, 1934, which abrogates the legislation referred to 


above, and approves a new Customs Tariff for goods imported 
from Italian Colonies. 


The new Tariff follows on the same lines as the one it dis- 
places, and provides for duty-free admission, in some cases 
for fixed quantities only, for most ef the goods included, 
and most-favoured-nation treatment for ‘‘ other goods ”’ 
not specially mentioned in the tariff.

SALES TAX ON MEDICINAL SPECIALITIES 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of December 30 con- 
tains a Royal Decree-Law, dated December 27, which pro- 
vides, as from January 1, 1934, for the collection of Sales 
Tax (tassa di scambio) on medicinal specialities, as defined 
by Royal Decree-Law of August 7, 1925, and the relative 
regulations of March 3, 1927, in a single payment to cover 
all transactions. The tax will be levied at the time of 
importation in the case of imported goods. 

The rate of tax is fixed at 5 per cent. and is to be applied 
according to the following scale :— 

Sales up to 100 lire, for each 20 lire or fraction thereof 
—1 lira. 
Sales above 100 lire and up to 1,000 lire, for each 50 
lire or fraction thereof—2-50 lire. 
Sales above 1,000 lire, for each 100 lire and fraction 
2 thereof—5-00 lire. 


NoteE.—Medicinal specialities are defined in the above- 
mentioned regulations as follows :—

| pared in doses or in the form of a medicament, according to 
a pre-established formula and contained in determined re- 
| ceptacles, or wrappers ready for sale, closed in such a manner 
that it is not possible to subject the product to any modifica- 
tion.

LATVIA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Consul at Riga has forwarded a translation of a new 
Law for the Regulation of Imports. The new Law con- 
tinues the restriction on imports which existed heretofore, 
with the exception of coffee [Tariff No. 18], which has again 
heen exempted from restriction. 

The new Law does not apply to merchandise otherwise 
restricted if :— 

(a) They are freed from Customs duty on the strength of 
a Law or general regulations of the Customs 
Tariff. 

(b) They have been cleared from Customs as goods not 
imported for selling purposes, but still exceed 
the quota allowed for passengers. 


(c) They are re-imported from abroad even in an im- 
proved state. 

(_) They are to be sold at auction as confiscated contra- 
band. 

(ec) They are to be sold at auction owing to the expiry 
of the storing period. 

({) They are imported by land road for frontier trade 
requirements. 








(7) They are imported as samples, patterns, or printed 
matter. 


Barter transactions, which were formerly permitted in 
respect of Latvian manufactures, have now been confined 
to the export of fresh, salted or smoked fish. The quantity 
of imported goods, which must be within the quota, may 
not exceed twice the value of the exported fish. 


During the year 1934 the quotas of goods subjected to 
import restrictions have been fixed at the total quantities 
imported during 1932, provided the Imports Regulation 
Commission does not decrease these quantities.

NETHERLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTION ON FISH 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘ B.T.J.”’ of December 21, 1933 (page 895), the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The Hague now 
reports that, in virtue of a Ministerial Decree (No. 34099 
J.A.) dated December 22, 1933, the only Dutch port at 
which non-Dutch vessels may land their quota of fresh sea 
fish (other than herrings) is Ymuiden. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS (RENEWAL) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague has forwarded particulars of six Royal Decrees (Nos. 
45-87 of December 28 and Nos. 8-10 of December 29, 1933) 
which prolong, for the year January 1 to December 31, 1934, 
the restrictions hitherto in force on the importation of cer- 
tain categories of goods into the Netherlands. The revised 
quotas allotted are indicated below, together with details of 
those goods which, although falling within the general cate- 
yories enumerated, are specially exempted from the scope 
of the restrictions :— 


| (a).--Insulated electric conductors without lead casing, 
made of copper wire or cable with rubber insulation or with 
impregnated cotton insulation (so-called acid- and weather- 
resisting wire); and (b) insuluted clectric conductors with 
lead casing and rubber insulation-—65 per cent. of the aver- 
age annual quantity imported from the particular country 
in the basis years 1931 and 1932.

January 26, 1933 (page 159), regarding the temporary im- 
position of a surcharge of 30 per cent. on certain Nether- 
lands’ Customs duties and of surcharges of 15 per cent. and 
20 per cent., respectively, on the beer and sugar Excises, 
H.M. Representative at The Hague reports the enactment 
of a Law which prolongs the operation of the surcharge on 
Customs duties until June 30, 1934, and withdraws, as 
from January 1, 1934, the surcharges on the beer and sugar 
Excises. 

In the case of sugar, the reduction of the Excise duty 
involves a decrease in the Customs import duties on certain 
products containing sugar, and particulars of these duties 
will be published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ when details are available.

POLAND 


TEMPORARY REDUCTION OF 
FRESH APPLES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded particulars of a Ministerial Order, dated 
December 13, 1933, which provides that fresh apples in any 
kind of packing, weighing from 15 to 40 kilogs., imported 
between December 16, 1933, and April 15, 1934, inclusive 
(Tariff No. 53) may be admitted on payment of a reduced 
duty amounting to 21) per cent. of the normal rate, subject 
to a special permit from the Ministry of Finance.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports the issue of a Customs Circular on December 16 re- 
ducing the Monopolies Tax from 0-25 lei to 0-10 lei each on 
reserve capsules for empty cartridges to be used in sporting 
rifles. 


SPAIN 
IMPORT QUOTAS 


A Decree of December, 1931, authorised the establishment 
of a quota system for various classes of goods imported into 
Spain. So far only a few goods have been brought within 
the scope of the system (certain animal oils and fats and 
oleagenous products). A further Decree, dated December 
26, 1933, and published in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 
December 27, foreshadows a wide extension of the system. 
A translation of the Decree is given below :— 

Art. 1.—In accordance with the procedure established in 
the Decree of November 15, 1933, and subject to the 
guarantees and requirements mentioned in that Decree, the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce may fix quotas for such 
articles as are deemed necessary. 

Art. 2.—Each quota shall be fixed for total quantities and 
for definite periods, the shares for each country being deter- 
mined subsequently, and being subject to negotiation. 


Art. 3.—The quotas are not intended to be restrictive 
and in consequence the total fixed for each article will be 
that determined by the import statistics for the period which 
in each case is adopted as a basis. 

Art. 4.—The quota system is similarly not intended to be 
protective, and the Ministry of Industry and Commerce will 
proceed to suppress the protective restrictions at present 
existing, replacing them as soon as possible with an equiva- 
lent Customs protection. 

Art. 5.—Once a quota has been fixed and allotted, impor- 
tation will be regulated by means of licences issued to indi- 
vidual importers. Except in cases where by reciprocity or 
by previous agreement the right is delegated to the export- 
ing country, the Ministry of Commerce and Industry will 
fix the necessary formalities for the issue of import licences. 
In no case can any preference other than that of a com- 
mercial character be granted and the nationality of the 
importer is not to be taken into account. 

Art. 6.—The Ministries of State and of Industry and Com- 
merce are authorised to initiate with other countries such 
negotiations as may be necessary for the proper application 
of the quota system, priority being given, as far as possible, 
to negotiations with countries with whom Spain has an un- 
favourable trade balance, and to propose the denunciation, 
in whole or in part, of the Commercial Conventions and 
Agreements which impede the free application of the quota 
system. 

Art. 7.—The Ministries of State and of Industry and 
Commerce will lay down such measures as they may deem 
necessary for the carrying out of the present Decree. 


SWEDEN 
CEREALS AND FEEDING STUFFS—IMPORT 
RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Representative at Stockholm reports the issue on 
December 21 of a Decree, effective from December 23, pro- 
hibiting the importation into Sweden, without special per- 
mission from the State Cereals Committee of the following 
classes of cereals and feeding stuffs:—-Oats, maize, barley,

vetches, field peas (pisum arvense), and other kinds of peas 
used as fodder, beans for fodder, manioca and arrowroot 
(tapioca root), bran and other products, which are produced 
for feeding purposes from the above-mentioned cereals, ete,, 
by means of crushing or otherwise; also fodder of molasses, 
The Decree will remain in force until April 30, 1934. 


SWITZERLAND 
FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten ’’ of December 30 contains a 
Decree, dated December 23 and effective as from January 1, 
imposing further restrictions on the importation of certain 
goods into Switzerland. A licence must be obtained from the 
Department of Public Economy for the importation into 
Switzerland from any country of cleaned bed feathers (Tariff 
No. 155b) and cleaned eider down (Tariff No. 156), 
Licences have hitherto been required for these goods only 
when coming from Germany. 

Licences must also be obtained for the import from any 
country at the normal Tariff duty of the goods specified 
below. Goods imported without licences pay much higher 
duties. This restriction was already applied to these goods 
when coming from certain countries, including in some cases 
the United Kingdom. Those instances in which United 
Kingdom goods were previously subject to restrictions are 
indicated by an asterisk (*).

H.M. Consul-General at Beirut has forwarded particulars 
of an Order (No. 182/LBR) dated December 7 and effective 
on December 10, modifying the Syrian Customs Tariff in 
certain respects. Duty-free admission has been granted 
(under the ‘‘ Normal”’ Tariff) for paper bags to contain 
asphalt, and the Tariff headings relating to various vegetable 
textile materials and yarns and tissues thereof have been 
recast, without altering the duties applicable. The duties 
on the following have been reduced to the rates shown (under 
the ‘‘ Normal’’ Tariff), viz. :

TURKEY 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul 
reports that under a Decree (No. 15,416) dated December 12 
the following concessions have been granted in connection 
with the quota restrictions in force in Turkey :— 

(1) All goods which arrived at the Customs up to Novem- 

ber 1, 1933, and which could not be cleared owing 
to the fact that no quota was allocated for such

goods, may be withdrawn free of quota restrictions. 
This concession does not, of course, affect goods 
which remain in the Customs owing to an insufficient 
quota. 


(2) Goods of all kinds which arrived in the Customs up 
to November 1, 1933, and which are the produce 
or manufacture of countries which do not require 
exchange in payment for such goods as they have 
a clearing agreement with Turkey, may be with- 
drawn free of restriction. 


(3) All sugar which arrived up to November 1 may be 
withdrawn without restriction. 


The Commercial Secretary also forwards particulars of a 
Decree amending and extending the list of German goods 
which are admitted into Turkey free of restriction. This 
list now covers, inter alia, woollen yarns; astrakhans, etc., 
of wool and hair; laundry soap; cotton yarns and thread ; 
bleached cotton mulls, cambrics, etc.; linoleum and oilcloth ; 
unspecified hardware and ironmongery; gramophones and 
records ; certain classes of machinery ; rubber tyres and inner 
tubes; photographic plates; copper hardware; lorries and 
sidecars; toys of earthenware, porcelain, glass, wood and 
common metals. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
INCREASE OF DUTY ON FISH PACKED IN OIL 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Proclama- 
tion announcing the approval by the President of the United 
States of reports on certain investigations completed and 
submitted to him by the Tariff Commission under Section 
336 (the ‘‘ Flexible Tariff ’’ provisions) of the United States 
Tariff Act. Particulars of the changes in duties which have 
heen approved and which became effective on December 14, 
1933, are given below, viz. :-— 


Para. 718 (a).—-Tuna fish, prepared or preserved in any 
manner, when packed in oil or in oil and other sub- 
stances—duty increased from 30 per cent. ad valorem 
to 45 per cent. ad valorem; and 


Fish other than tuna, prepared or preserved in 
any manner, when packed in oil or in oil and other 
substances, and of a value not exceeding 9 cents per 
pound, including the weight of the immediate con- 
tainer only—duty increased from 30 per cent. ad 
valorem to 44 per cent. ad valorem. 


The investigations held by the Tariff Commission estab- 
lished the fact that the principal competing country in 
respect of tuna fish is Japan, and for fish other than tuna, 


Norway.

PORTUGAL 
COLONIAL PREFERENCE REPORTS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Lisbon 
reports that a Draft Decree designed to afford further pre- 
ference to Portuguese Colonial produce imported into 
Portugal has been published in the press. 


The principal provisions of the draft Decree are as 
follows :— 


The general preferential rebate of import duty on im- 
ported Colonial goods is to be 60 per cent. in place of the 
existing rebate of 50 per cent., where a higher rate is not 
specified. In the case of rice and tea the rebate is to be 
70 per cent. 


The present import duty on foreign tea is to be increased 
by 10 per cent. 


The Lisbon Harbour Board is authorised to grant special 
reduced port charges on Colonial merchandise.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR 


80-ACRE DISPLAY IN LONDON 
BIRMINGHAM 


There will be fully thirty-two miles of indoor stands 
alone at the Twentieth British Industries Fair to be 
held at Olympia and the White City, London, and at 
Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, from February 19 to 
March 2. Born as a war-time experiment in 1915, 
the first Fair consisted of about five miles of stands at 
the Royal Agricultural Hall, London. 

In ‘size, scope and variety this year’s Fair will 
break all previous records. It will be the largest and 
most comprehensive display of the industrial pro- 
ducts of the British Commonwealth of Nations ever 
brought together in a trade show, 

Months in advance of the opening date more exhibi- 
tion space was booked by exhibitors at Olympia, in 
the Furniture Section at the White City, and in the 
‘Heavy ”’ Industries Section at Birmingham than 
in any previous year, 

Up to January 1 exhibitors at Olympia and in the 
Furniture Section at the White City had booked 
393,716 square feet of space as compared with 878,867 
square feet occupied at the last Fair, which itself was 
larger than any of its predecessors. Corresponding 
figures for Birmingham are 264,000 square feet against 
240,000 square feet at the last Fair. Altogether the 
floor area of the buildings oceupied in London and 
Birmingham will exceed 30 acres.
